These questions settled, they care 
lly stretch a thread along the floor 
o! he room, which, runnin to a 
int precisely under the center 
the camera, divides the set into 
portions allotted to the prince and 
to the pauper. Then a piece of black 
cardboard is carefully fitted to the 
front of the camera in such a man 
ner as to permit the lens to cover 
only that portion of the set which
